mrauce companies ferreted him out before in- 
structing their agents to cancel all their poll* 
clee luthat locality and issue no more under any 
lircnmstances whatever.' 


It U undoubtedly true that in some eases the 


torch and the policy go together, but we do not 
believe that in a majority of ins Urn-en the Incen- 
diaries arc the holders of flre pullcles. It Is 
well known that in many mcs the torch Is ap- 
plied by desperate criminal*—us 
there was 


strong reason to presume concerning some of 
the destructive fires in Titusvitle last year—the 
work of persons who were actimted by malice 
or a depraved propensity to iujuru and destroy. 
But apart from either of these considerations 
a reform in tho insurance laws is undeniably 
needed. 
The Insured, who, in disregard of tlie 


true principle of the assurance system, take no 
part of tbe risk themselves, arc apt to become 
careless, and to relax that vigilance in the pro- 
lection of their property which should never be 
remitted. 
The pollL-y-liolder should remember 


that in case his own house burn:}, his neighbor's 
safety IB endangered, and he is bound to regard 
bis neighbor's £0od equally with his own. What 
is it-quired is the enactment of a law that shall 
effectually restrain the issue of any policy ol lire 
insurance, to a greater amount than one half o! 
tbe loss or diuna#c that may be sustained—the 
damage to be ascertained by evidence competent 
to establish tbe claim In a court of Justice. This 
we believe, would be a beneficial provision. Tlie 


ueurance business has become very great, am 
tbe Legislature should not deem this subject o 
too small couuequcuce to em-age their serious dc 
I ibe ratio n.
